The central organ of the Belorussian wpatlon is the Be^russlyi Batjx»al 
Council under the leadership of NlkolayiEBAM TBHlK . who direct 5ouncil 
aclIvSies frcm Paris. The Council, or ^Bada", considered by its followers 
to be an embzyonio govemment-iz^erlle, consists of about l50 members who 
reside in the Chief countries of Western Europe and the Americas. The 
Council is Intended to function along the lines of a parlaioent, but this 
has not actually been the case because of the distances separating the 
members. A member of the Council has been appointed in each country to 
r^resent the interests of the Council and to coordinate the activities 
of the various Belorussian groups in ths area. 0t&}or RAQULA is the 
Council representative in Belgium and, as such, has received a letter of 
credence from the Council, whlch^ it is interesting to note, has been 
useful in his dealings with Belgdan officialdom. Ibior RAGULA has bad 
occasion to confer with government authorities regarding the welfare of 
Belorussian students now present in Belgium, since he heads the Belo- 
x*u8slan student organization mentioned below).

the same time, he helped to organise and dzculate an illegal Belo- 
zuBsian bulletin which hit at the Germans for ozily pretending to 
create an independent Belorussia* The Germans got wind of BAGULA^s 
activities, and althou^ th^ did not imprison him, managed to 
neutralise his efforts* Early in 1910^ he succeeded in organizing 
an illegal teachers seminar in which the idea of Belorussian 
independence was again given the main stress* This senixiar group 
gradually developed into a military cadre around which national, as
